Import Trade Control 
New Delhi, the 14 th May 1908 

Subject. — Import Policy for Registered Exporters for the year April 1908- 
March, 1909—Condition on licences issued against export of Gem & 
Jewellery items- 

No. 81-ITC(PN)/68. —Attention is invited to the Import Policy for Registered 
Exporters contained in Volume II of the Import Trade Control Policy Book (Red 
Book) for the year April 1908—March 1969 issued under the Ministry of Com¬ 
merce Public Notice No. 50-ITC(FN)/»8 dated 1st April 1908. 

2. According to existing provisions of the aforesaid Policy, against export of 
gem and jewellery items, import licences are issued in the name of the registered 
exporter for manufaeture/processing of the Imported materials on his account. 

8. The above position has, however, been reviewed and it has been decided that 
for the purpose of grant of licences against export of gem and jewellery items, 
the registered exporter will be entitled to receive the Imported materials under 
this policy in his own name, and that the condition of actual use of the imported 
material will not apply except in respect of the items of machinery, testing appar¬ 
atus, tools and implements required for gem and jewellery industry imported in 
accordance with the provisions of the policy as laid down in Section II of Volume 
II of the aforesaid policy book- 
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4, In view of the above decisions, the relevant provisions of the Import Policy 
for Registered Exporters as contained in Import Trade Control Policy Book for 
the year April 1968—March 1969 (Volume II) and the Import Trade Control Hand 
Book of Rules and Procedure, 1968, may be deemed to have been amended 
accordingly. 

5, The above amendment in the import policy for Registered Exporters of Gem 
and Jewellery will be applicable retrospecively from 1st April 1968,
